Rome. July 21.—The body of Pope 


l/eo reposed tcday in the chamber 
where his last death struggle took

Beside the bed a smal! altar 
has been raised, on which flicker six 
candles, surrounding a figure of Christ 
hanging to the cross. The chanting 
of penitential Psalms, goes on un- 
ceasingly, one group of weeping Fran- 
ciscans succeeding another in the pei- 
formance of this holy office.

Cardinal Oreglia. 


Rome, July 25.—This morning be- 


gan the first of those grandiose and 
unique ceremonies which follow 
ttic 


demise of a Pope, and, although pri 
yste, it was conducted 
with 
great 


pomp and was moet impressive. All 
the cardinals present In Rome, num- 
bering twenty-nine, assembled at the 
apostolic paiace, to view the remaina 
of the late Leo XIII. and to officially 
pronounce him dead. 


Cardinal Or?«iia, dean of the Sa 


cred college, and Camerlengo of the 
Holy Roman church, had to put aside 


cardinals robes as a sign of d€«p 


mourning, and was gowned entirely 
n violet 
The other cardinals' wore 


crimson robes with violet collars, in- 
dicative of mourning. 


Within the death-chamber, the body 


ay with a white veil over the face 
on the bed, surrounded by Franciscan 
penitentiaries, whfle outside the Noble 
luard maintained a solemn vigil. 


The profound silence was only brok- 


>n by the chanting of prayers for the 
lead. Into this solemn presence came 
he mourning procession of cardinal", 
who kneeling, silently prayed. Then 
.hi- prelates reverently looked 
on, 


while Cardinal Oreglia aproached the 


"Papa Vera Mortus Eat," (the Pope 


is really dead.") 


As the words were uttered, there 


arose from the kneeling cardinals, a 
sigh like that of the wind in the 
trees at night, a tribute paid to the 
late Pontiff by these, princely heads 
of the church. 


After this, in voices trembling wiin 


emotion, the ranking cardinals recit- 
ed the de profundts, gave absolution. 
and sprinkled the body with Holy 
Water. 


Following the ceremony of the re- 


cognition of the death of the Pope, 
by the sacred college came another, 
shorter, but no less significant and 
symbolic. On Leo's finger was the 
famous fiisberman's ring, which the 
Caraerlengo, with a whispered prayer, 
drew gently off, and which, later will 
be broken in the presence of the car- 
dinals, reset and presented to the new 
Pope, when he Is elected. 


The ring is of very great antlQUitv. 


It is even said to have belonged to 
St. Peter himself. It is stone of little 
value, cut. with the scene of St. Peter 
drawing in fishing nets, 
It wa« first 


used about the year 1265. but for se- 
cret documents, it was only used later. 
Officially it. is one of the symbols of 
office, most prized by the church. Al- 
though lost two or three times, it has 
always been recovered, 


Hundreds of offers have come from 


Italy and abroad from doctors, d.ru:; 
gists and specialists for the emlialm- 


of the- remain* of Pope Leo. bat. 


naturally, not one Of them lias been 
accepted. 


Cardinal Rampolla intended to leave 


the Vatican last iiight, immediately af 
tor the death of the Pope, when, hav- 
ing officially announced th« demise of 
the Pontiff to the diplomatic body ac- 
credit ird to the Vatican, and to tho 
papal nuncios, with instructions 
to 


have the news communicated to the 
various foreign rulers, he considered 
bis duties as papal secretary of st.tle 
to have been ended. 


KampoDa was on the point of leav- 


ing when Cardinal Oreglia insistent- 
ly begged him to remain in the ap- 
pointment he had occupied for over 
sixteen years 
and the secretary of 


state acceded to the request. 


The Vicar of Rome, Cardinal Pietro 


Respighi. has caused to be attached 
to the doors of the churches, an an- 
nouncement of the death of Pope Leo, 
with instiuctlons regarding the pray- 
ers to be offered and also giving' in- 
formation about the funeral services. 


The government 
of the 
Catholic 


church has been officially assumed by 
Cardinal Oreglia as dean of the Sa- 
cred college, and as dean of the cardi- 
nal bishops. He will be assisted by 
the deans of the other two orders of 
cardinals, Cardinal Macchia, for tho 
cardinal deacons and Cardinal Ram- 
polla for the cardinal priests, the last.

government troops, they all abandon- 
ed their homes, and sought refuge In 
other parts of the city, crossing the 
streets amidst a hall of bullets and 
shells, the women carrying their chil- 
dren, the strong helping the weak. 
Many men in trying to protect the wo- 
men, fell struck by bullets. In the mid- 
dle of the streets. 
What with the 


firing, the yells of the wounded, and 
the crying of the women and children. 
a terrible scene was witnessed, bad 
enough to disgust any body forever 
with civil war. 


The government troops, however, 


acted with humanity especially the 


ammunition, decided to push the at- 
tack on the centre of the city. 


At 10 o'clock the government troops 


had captured the north side of the 
Alameda, the public park of Ciudad 
Bolivar, which haa been defended by 
a double row of barricades. 
Behind 


one of these, were found more than 
thirty dead soldiers lying top of each 
other, while 
wounded men 
were 


seen on all sides. 


At ten o'clock the government com- 


sanders seeing that only the artil- 
lery could make a breach in the bar- 
ricades of the Alameda. ordered 12 
guns to open firs on them, and at the 
same time the Venezuelan fleet, which 
had changed its anchorage so as to 
bring its giins to bear effectively on 
the city, opened fire. 


The soldiers on both sides have had 


no food for two days, no ambulances 
are being used and yet the fighting 
continues. 


Monday (4 p. m.) the advance of the 


government troops has re-ached tUe 
market place. The old custom's house 
and the water works have been taken. 
The Dalton block, the property of the 
t'nited States consul, where all the 
leading German and French firms re- 
side, is now being attacked. 


The jail is the center of a terrible 


resistance. 
All the defeated 
revolu- 


tionists have concentrated there. It 
is estimated that more than two hun- 
dred men have been killed in that 
vicinity. The artillery of the revolu- 
tionists is fiercely replying to the at- 
tack of the fleet. For ten hours past, 
the fleet has been shelling La Soledad, 
which has suffered terribly. 


The capitol is still in possession of 


the revolutionists, but th» complete 
success of the government forces is 
assured.

Tlieso always exerted very powerful 
influence in the election of a Pope 
At ihe present time, there is only one 
s-cion of a great Roman bouse among 
the Cardinals, namely Cardinal Bat- 
tista Casali Del 0rago, who, from the 
stajirlpoinf of the ejection of a new 
Pontiff, 
is relatively 
unimportant. 


Then there were parties composed of 
Cardinals appointed 
by 
the 
same 


Pope, who usually ranged themselves 
into separate bodies. In addition to 
the members of the Sacred college 
appointed by the Pope who had then 
just passed away, there were usually 
considerable numbers chosen by his 
predecessor and even a few nominated 
by the Pope preceding nlm. In conse- 
quence of Leo XIII's long reign, these 
parties have entirely disappeared. In 
the present conclave- there will be only 
one Cardinal, Cardinal Oreglia, who 
was appointed by Pope Leo. 


As a result of those changes, the ap-
